PINNEY 


Comparatively  speaking,  people  whose  surname  is  Pinney  are 
lot  very  numerous  in  America,  Yet  there  have  been  people  of  that 
vame  in  Connecticut  ever  sinoe  the  earliest  settlement  of  white 
7,3n  was  made  within  its  borders.  According  to  a  "History  of  Connec¬ 
ticut"  published  in  1842;  the  first  settlement  in  that  state  by 
wVte  people  was  made  in  1632  at  Windsor;  by  a  company  from  Plymouth 
plantation.  Appended  was  a  list  of  over  forty  names  of  men  forming 
the  Colony  of  settlers.  The  third  name  on  the  list  was  Hunphrey 
Pinney.  No  further  mention  is  made  of  him  than  this,  neither  any- 
thing  of  what  became  of  him  or  of  a  family.  I  have  read  of  an  old 
soldier,  a  certain  "Captain  Pinney"who  wen  distinction  in  the 
Armies  of  the  English  Commonwealth  under  Cromwell,  Treton  and  Fair¬ 
fax.  Whether  the  pioneer  Pinneys  of  Connecticut  were  in  any  way 
related  to  the  old  roundhead  soldier  I  know  not,  neither  have  I 
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ever  heard  the  name  of  the  first  of  cur  line  of  Pinneys,  so  it  may 
have  teen  Humphrey  Pinney  or  another  of  the  name.  Bidwell  Pinney 
always  claimed  to  be  of  Scottish  extraction  and  others  that  I  have 
talked  with  held  the  same  opinion;  seme,  sav  Scotch  Irish. 

Probably  other  Pinneys  besides  the  old  pioneer  of  Windsor 
crossed  the  stormy  Atlantic  to  find  "Liberty",  and  to  found  homes 
and  families  in  the  new  world.  For  before  the  Revolutionary  war, 
people  named  Pinney  were  found  in  nearly  every  County  of  Connecti¬ 
cut,  and  were  quite  numerous  throughout  all  the  northern  counties, 
especially  those  of  Hartford,  Fairfield  and  Litchfield.  I  have  heard 
chat  in  an  old  cemetery  in  Litchfield  Cc.  more  than  half  of  the  head¬ 
stones  are  marked  with  the  name  Pinney, 

MIGRATIONS  OF  PINNEYS 

Families  named  Pinney  began  about  the  close  of  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  war  to  migrate  further  west,  and  in  a  few  years  were  found  scat¬ 
tered  all  over  the  western  parts  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania;  and' 
became  very  numerous  in  the  latter;  and  one  town  in  Crawford  County 
goes  by  the  name  of  Pinneys  Corners. 

When  the  "Connecticut  Wq stern  Reserve"  was  settled  a  majority 
of  the  townships  were  peopled  by  colonies  from  the  "Old  Nutmeg  State", 
and  here  and  there  among  them  were  sturdy  farmers  and  mechanics  nam¬ 
ed  Pinney.  And  as  the  county  on  further  west  became  settled  up,  Fin¬ 
neys  were  found  scattered  here  and  there  among  all  the  great  states 
of  the  northwest.  Among  all  these  people  east  or  west  I  have  never 
heard  of  one  who  did  not  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  old  Connecticut, 
the  "land  of  steady  habits". 

The  writer  of  this  sketch  in  the  spring  of  1883  made  an  over¬ 
land  journey  from  youth  Dakota  through  Iowa,  Illinois  and  Indiana 
and  at  several  poincs  along  the  route  came  past  neighborhoods  where 
Pinneys  had  their  hones*  At  one  point  near  Marengo, Iowa  he  passed  a 
at  t  lenient  where  nearly  all  the  rich  farms  for  miles  along  one  road 
were  owned  by  nearly  related  families  of  Pinneys.  He  found  them  also 
at  Valp  air  as  o,  Indiana  and  other  points  along  his  route.  For  many  years 
up  to  a  short  time  ago,  one  of  the  largest  nurseries  in  the  North 
West  was  owned  and  run  by  a  man  named  George  Pinney  at  Green  Bay, Wisc¬ 
onsin,  There  were  two  men  lived  for  some  years  in  Chase  Co., Kansas, 
Charles  Pinney  and  his  son  Henry  Pinney.  I  met  an  old  gentleman  in 
?,387  who  lived  east  of  Newton  FeCLls,  Ohio,  named  Henry  Pinney,  whose 
father  came  to  Pennsylvania  from  Connecticut,  In  the  summer  of  1883 
I  became  acquainted  with  an  old  gentleman  named  Frank  Pinney  living 
in  Hiram, Ohio,  whose  father  came  to  Portage  Co,  from  Connecticut,  He 
had  a  wife  but  no  children.  He  died  about  1890,  For  some  years  a 
bachelor  named  Lorenzo  Pinney  lived  in  Freedom,  In  1900  he  was  run 
over  by  a  train  cn  the  Erie  R.R.  and  killed. 

In  the  year  1895  the  writer  worked  for  a  while  in  Erie, Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  where  he  became  acquainted  with  a  very  intelligent  hardware 
dealer  named  Andrew  S.  Pinney  who  was  of  his  own  age;  born  1844,  and 
had  a  wife  and  two  daughters.  He  gave  me  the  following  facts  regarding 
his  people.  His  older  brother  Alexander  Pinney  was  a  salesman,  and 
being  a  bachelor  lived  with  him  and  was  employed  in  his  store.  A  young¬ 
er  brother  George  Pinney  Jr.  was  a  roundsman  on  the  Erie  Pclioe  Force. 
They  had  two  sisters  married  and  living  in  the  oity.  Three  miles  out 
of  town  lived  their  father  George  Pinney  on  a  farm  he  had  occupied 
more  than  sixty  years.  He  kept  a  dairy  and  though  more  than  eighty 


years  old,  on  all  fine  days  drove  into  the  city  to  sell  milk.  He  had 
come  to  Erie  Co.  from  Litohfield  Co.  Connect!  cut  and  claimed  to  be  of 
Scotch  Irish  extraction.  He  claimed  toobe  related  to  Hon.  E.  Jay  Fin¬ 
ney  and  Rev.P.P..  Pinney  and  also  that  Ovid  Pinney  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn,  was  his  cousin.  From  this  I  infer  that  he  was  also  a  cousin  to 
your  great  Grandfather  Bidwell  Pinney. 

SOLDIERS  NAMED  PINNEY 

Capt.  Oscar  F, Pinney.  One  of  the  first  artillery  companies  to  enter 
the  service  of  the  Union  in  the  Civil  War  was  one  from  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  LaCr^sse  Wisconsin  under  the  command  of  Oscar  F.  Pinney  as 
Captain.  His  Battery  served  under  General  Grant  in  Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee  and  Mississippi  Vicksburg,  where  in  one  of  the  miner 
engagements  of  the  great  siege  he  was  killed  in  action.  The  local 
pest  of  the  GAR  in  LaCr^sse  was  named  Oscar  F,  Pinney  post  in  his 
honor. 


Major . Pinney,  On  the  reorganization  of  the  military  division 

of  the  Mississippi  under  General  Sherman  in  1864  a  new  division  was 
attached  to  the  33rd  Corps  made  up  of  new  regiments  from  Indiana. 

Their  Division  Commander  was  Gen.  Alvin  P.  Hovey, afterwards  Governor 
of  Indiana,  They  were  mostly  mere  boys  in  age  and  experience,  and 
from  that  fact  received  the  soubriquet  of  "Hoveys  babies".  They  made 
their  mark  in  the  Atlanta  and  Nashville  campaigns,  and  to  have  been 
one  of  "Hoveys  babies15  was  to  have  deserved  undying  fame,.  One  of  the 
finest  officers  of  that  gallant  band  was  Major  . ..,  Pinney  cf  the  130th 
Indiana  Inf  try  wh^  was  severely  wounded  in  the  siege  of  Atlanta, 


Captain  A.w.Ptnnay,  At  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion  in  1861  and  for 
some  years  previous  tnerc?  existed  in  Ravenna, Ohio  a  mercantile  firm 
under  the  style  of  Coffin  and  Pinney.  S.  w.  Pinney  the  junior  member 
of  the  firm  was  one  of  the  first  to  enlist  from  Portage  Co.  entering 
one  of  Ohio 1 s  f&ftoug  Artillery  companies  and  serving  to  the  end,  when 
be  was  mustered  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  He  has  for  many  years  had  a 
resting  place  am-rg  the  nations  heroic  dead  in  Maple  Grove  Cemetery 
Ravenna,  Ohio*

The  year  1856  brought  to  the  M,E.  Church  in  Chariest  on.  Port  age 
Co, Ohio  a«  ite  pastor,  a  large  raw-boned  dark  viaaged  young  man  from 
Pennsylvania,  who  during  his 'term  cf  two  years  on  that  charge  became 
••cry  intimate  with  the  family  of  my  grandf ather,Bldweil  Pinney..  The 
'-we  man  claimed  the  relationship  cf  cousin,  both  of  them  grandsons 
of  Aaron  Pinney  of  Granby , Connecticut 0  This  young  preacher  was  the 
Rev.  P.P.  Pinna/  cf  the  Erie  Conference  which  at  that  tima  included 
the.  Cleveland  and  Akron  districts  cf  the  present  East  Ohio  conference. 
Many  years  afterward  I  met  Rev.  P.P.  Pinney  in  Erie  Pa.,  at  the 
session  of  the  Erie  Conference  Sept,  10th  to  15th  1895,  He  introduced 
me  to  his  son  ,  also  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  to  his  daughter  who 
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lived  in  Erie,  and  bis  wife  who  had  come  with  him  from  West fi eld, N.Y. 
where  he  was  then  preaching.  They  were  very  much  surprised  to  bear 
that  all  of  Bidwell  Pinney' s  family  were  dead  except  one  they  had 
never  seen.  He  had  been  the  officiating  clergyman  at  the  marriage  of 
my  aunt  Luranie  D.  Pinney  to  Royal  Buckley  Feb. 36,1857.  Rev.  P.P., 
Pinney  was  in  1895  a  hale  and  hearty  heavy  built  man  of  65  year*.  A 
well  preserved  man  of  his  age,  a  rampant  prohibitionist  who  carried 
his  political  conviction  into  the  pulpit.  At  crs  of  the  evening  sess¬ 
ions  of  the  conference  he  preached  a  rousing  prohibition  seSmicn, 


HON.  E.  J.  PINNEY 

During  the  Gubernatorial  contest  of  1891  in  Ohio,  the  Prohibit¬ 
ion  party  had  for  its  candidate  for  attorney  general  a  man  of  mediunr 
sire,  dark  complexion*  dark  hair  and  steel  blue  eyes, who  had  for 
years  been  a  n^ted  orator  a."'  stumper  for  the  prohibitionists.  This 
wae  E„  J.  Pinney  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Jefferson, Ashtabula  Co,  who 
Ass  since  moved  to  Cleveland  whore  he  enjoys  a  lucrative  practice  in 
his  profession*  At  a  meeting  held  in  Windham  in  1895  he  made  a  rousing 
s'peech  which  was  well  received.  After  the  meeting  was  over  I  had  a 
Qhort  talk  with  him  in  which  our  family  line  acre  was  the  chief  topic, 

K z  cold  me  his  father  was  fr<m  Connecticut  and  was  of  Scotch  Irish 
A ine&ge,  also  that  he  was  related  to  Rev.  P.P.  Pinney  and  Ovid  Pinney 
'*•?  Minneapolis,  1  have  never  seen  him  since  that  evening.  He  still 
spends  ti:o*o  .  talents  and  mo* nay  in  the  cause  of  temperance  and  in  1900 
ran  aj  the  candidate  for  judge  of  the  Ohio  Supreme  Court,  a  position 
he  is  well  fitted  to  fill  with  honor  tc  the  state  and  credit  to  him¬ 
self,  At  this  writing  (1901)  he  is  stumping  the  state  as  the  candi¬ 
date  cf  the  Prohibition  party  for  Governor  and  though  he  dees  not 
stand  a  ghc & 1  of  a  chance  cf  election  he  will  do  ell  he  can  for  the 
cause  nearest  his  heart.

Ellen  v/as  a  med- 
iev  rif/el  blende  with  golden  hair  and  blue  eyes,  a  hard  s  etae  sweet- 
t ewperod  girl  of  good  intellect  and  a  great  favorite  in  Windham 
society  o  She  taught  i  u  the  schools  of  her  neighborhood  till  in  war 
tine  she  .miried  and  moved  to  the  west. 

Philo  Conant  Bierce  was  a  Windham  aoldier  in  the  shR.ab  rated 
Favfery  A  of  the  1st  Regiment  0  V  L  A  in  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland; 
rhose  fortunes  he  followed  from  the  spring  cf  1861  to  the  action  at 
bl'Ohc?s  ferry  in  the  advance  on  Chattanooga  in  Sept ,  1863,  where  he 
'i  &•«  ounced  by  three  fragment  a  cf  an  exploded  shell,  in  consequence 
b/'  suffered  the  amputation  cf  one  leg  and  an  arm,  and  had  a  terrible 
wo'.ViG  In  one  side  which  would  have  been  the  death  of  moat  men.  He 
feur’u  ved  and  came  home,  learned  telegraphy  which  he  followed  for 
come  years.  Ho  cvftorward  served  three  of  four  terms  in  the  office  of 
Recorder  of  Portage  Co.  art er  which  he  carried  on  a  cigar  and  tobac¬ 
co  store  in  Ravenna  till  hi 3  death  which  occur od  (Dot .18,1896  from 
droppyv  He  was  married  about  1870  to  Mian  Ellon  Whitney  of  jfreodoin 
and  left  a  family  of  two  or  three  daughters.  Philo  <h  Bioroe  was  a 
whole  ooulel  good  man,  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  hie  acquaintan¬ 
ces. 

SILAS  PINNEY’S  FAMILY 

There  was  living  from  about  1830  to  about  1055  in  the  east 
part  of  Mantua  a  family  of  Pinneys,  consisting  of  Silas  Pinney  and 
bis  wife,  a  maiden  sister  named  Sarepta  Pinney,  and  a  family  of  five 
hardy  sons,  as  follows;  1, George  W. Pinney,  3.  Smith  Pinney,  3. John 
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Pinney,  4.  James  ^inney,  5  Augustus  Pinney. 

George  Pinney  was  a  methodist  local  preacher  and  farmer.  About 
1834  he  migrated  to  Green  Bay, Wisconsin  and.  was  in  after  years  join¬ 
ed  by  hie  father  and  most  of  hi  a  brother?  0  Smith  Pimey  was  a  shoe- 
make:?  in  hij  younger  days.  He  married  a  Miss  Ford  of  Geauga  Co,  and 
lived  in  Hiram  Rapids  much  of  the  time  till  the  summer  of  1868  whan 
ho  enlisted  in  Co.D  104  Ohi  •  Infantry  where  he  saw  hard  service.  He 
wens  the  bunk-mate  of  the  writer  of  this  memoir  during  the  moat  of 
three  years.  He  wae  engaged  in  all  the  marches, hat  ties  and  skirmishes 
of  hi 3  regiment  till  on  Nov,  30,1364  at  the  battla  of  Franklin,  he  was 
severly  wounded  in  the  wriat  and  sent  to  the  hospital  from  which  he 
returned  to  the  regiment  at  Fort  Fisher  N.C,in  Fob.  1865  and  remained 
to  the  end  of  the  war,  of  tor  the  war  he  lived  for  a  while  in  Hiram 
Rapids,  moving  thence  to  DePere, Wisconsin,  then  back  to  Green  Trumbui 
Oo,  Ohio  where  he  ar.d  his  wife  are  enjoying  a  hale  and  hearty  old  age 
(1901;  they  are  oc ns 1  stent  workers  among  the  Disciples,  They  have  on¬ 
ly  cno  child,  Marry  Pi uney  married  to  Mr 
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Ohio  Infantry  serving  till  the  battle  of  Ant  let  am  on  Sept  •  1? ,  1863

Eliza  Wocdwortji  1842,  4. Dempster  Woodworth.  These  sons  and  daughters 
were  all  bright  scholars  and  were  held  in  high  esteem  in  Windham.  With 
Eliza  Woodworth  I  became  acquainted  in  1865  while  she  was  teaching 
school  in  the  district  in  which  my  people  lived  in  Paris,  She  was  then 
ab^ut  23  years  old,  a  handsome  blonde,  and  a  spirited  and  accomplish¬ 
ed  girl.  A  year  or  two  afterward  she  was  married  and  moved  tc  Wiscon¬ 
sin  where  a  little  later  on  her  parents  also  moved.  That  is  all  I  know 
of  Eliza.  Dempster  Woodworth  taught  school,  studied  law,  went  to  Wisc¬ 
onsin,  got  married  and  settled  down  to  the  praotice  of  the  law  in 
which  I  hear  he  has  been  eminently  successful.  In  1900  he  was  serving 
his  second  term  in  the  Wisconsin  State  Senate,  Milton  Woodworth  when 
a  young  man  taught  school  and  I  was  one  of  his  pupils.  He  studied 
medicine  and  had  a  good  practice  in  Warren, Ohio.  He  was  for  three 
years  in  Uncle  Sams  service  as  an  Army  surgeon  during  the  Civil  War. 

He  died  a  few  years  after  its  close.  He  had  a  wife,  but  I  never  knew 
anything  about  them. 

HONORABLE  L.D. WOODWORTH 

Lauren  D.  Woodworth  also  taught  school .  He  was  born  about  1838 
in  Windham.  He  attended  the  Windham  academy  and  for  a  term  or  two  was 
a  pupil  of  J. A. Garfield  at  Hiram.  He  studied  law  with  Hon. Oliver  0, 
Brown  in  Ravenna  and  became  his  partner  for  a  few  months.  About  1861 
he  was  married  to  Miss  Celia  Clark  a  daughter  of  Edward  F, Clark  cf 
Windham,  a  beautiful  and  accomplished  lady.  In  August  1862  he  was 
mustered  into  the  army  as  Major  cf  the  104th  Ohio  Vel. Infantry,  and 
shared  in  the  fortunes  of  that  famous  regiment  for  a  year,  when  ill 
health  forced  him  to  resign.  He  then  located  in  Youngstown  where  in 
the  practice  of  the  law  he  spent  most  of  the  remainder  cf  his  life. 

He  was  a  natural  orator,  cf  good  talents  and  fine  address  and  was 
much  in  demand  to  deliver  addresses  at  public  gatherings  and  as  a  pol¬ 
itical  speaker  for  the  Republican  party,  of  which  he  was  a  consistent 
and  enthusiastic  member.  Sometime  in  the  seventies  he  served  two 
terms  in  Congress.  He  was  a  whole  souled  Christian  man  cf  marked  ab¬ 
ilities,  but  was  toe  indolent  for  a  successful  lawyer.  It  was  only  a 
few  years  ago  that  his  wife  died  followed  in  a  few  months  by  himself  . 
They  sweetly  sleep  in  the  oemetery  at  their  old  home  in  Windham, Their 
family  consisted  of  two  daughters  -Mrs,  McClure  and  Mrs,  Moody  both 
with  families  in  Ycungstcwn,Ohie, 

OVID  PINNEY  &  OTHERS 

Nearly  all  the  various  Pinneys  with  whom  I  have  conversed  on 
the  subject,  have  heard  of  Ovid  Pinney.  A  prosperous  man  of  business 
in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  My  Uncle  Algernon  Pinney  while  living  in 
Iowa  became  acquaintwd  with  him,  and  it  came  out  that  Ovid  Pinney  was 
a  grandson  of  Aaron  Pinney  of  Granby, Connecticut  and  a  cousin  to  Bid- 
well  Pinney  of  Paris, Ohio,  New  as  Rev.  P.P,  Pinney  and  George  Pinney 
cf  Erie  both  claim  the  same  relationship  it  stands  to  reason  that  all 
these  old  worthies  were  cousins  tc  each  other  and  grandsons  to  Aaron 
Pinney  of  Granby,  They  were  also  cousins  of  Mrs.  Busan  (Pinney )  Stephens

the  parents  of  numerous  cousins  who  migrated  to  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
i  n  the  earlier  years  of  the  nineteenth  century. 


AAROF  PINNEY, JR. 

One  of  the  numerous  sons  of  Aaron  Pinney  Sr.  of  Granby,  was  born 
sometime  near  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Hi£  wife  was  a 
Miss  Holcomb,  a  descendant  of  Thomas  Holcomb,  one  of  the  companions 
of  Humphrey  Pinney  in  the  colony  which  made  the  first  settlement  in 
Connecticut  at  Windsor  in  1632.  One  of  her  brothers  named  Calvin 
Holcomb  became  the  first  white  settlor  in  Paris,  Portage  Co. Ohio  in 
1008.  One  daughter  and  two  sons  were  born  to  them  in  Granby;  but  were 
left  ~rpha.ns  at  an  early  ago,  the  youngest  being  only  three  at  the 
Time  of  his  fathers  death, while  the  mother  had  already  passed  the 
prrt  ala  of  the  great  beyond.  These  children  were  named:  1  Sophia 
Pinney,  2  Aaron  Pinney,  3  Bidwell  pinncy  (born  Jan.  1,1798),  Of  these 
three  children  Aar  hi  Pinney  died  rf  consumption  at  about  twenty  years

The  central  figure  am~ng  our  pinnoy  ancestors  was  the  youngest 

child  of  Aar^n  pinncy  Jr.  and  . .  Holcomb,  who  was  born  in  Grandy 

Connecticut  on  New  Years  day  1798.  His  parents  both  died  while  he  was 
in  infancy.  He  was  a  t '"ugh,  wiry  fellow  and  f r~m  his  e  irliost  child¬ 
hood  w  v-  inured  to  ruigh  living  and  hard  work.  Ho  reocivod  the  cog¬ 
nomen  Hid 7311  from  the  family  to  which  belonged  his  paternal  grand¬ 
mother.  His  early  boyhood  was  passed  in  the  family  of  his  Grandpa re 
la rrn  Vinncy,Sr,  His  chances  frr  an  education  were  very  meagre, yet 
he  learned  t"  read  well  and  was  deep  enough  in  arithmetic  to  enable 
him  in  after  years  t ^  carry  on  a  very  successful  business.  When  four¬ 
teen  years  of  age  he  was  apprenticed  to  le  irn  the  trade  cf  wagon 
making,  with  his  brother-in-law  Edmuhd  Thompson,  and  became  for  a 
few  months  an  inmate  ~f  his  sister’s  household.  Thompson  was  harsh 
and  austere,  Bidwell  hot  tempered  and  wild,  md  it  came  ab~ut  that 
ho  left  the  Thompson  home  and  went  to  pittsburgh.  He  bought  nxt  a 
peddlers  outfit  and  for  tw~  or  three  years  fallowed  the  avocation  of 
itinerant  vendor  of  yankee  n^ti^ne  in  western  Pennsylvania,  Virginia, 
and  Maryland.  He  also  had  the  yankee  traders  habit  of  trading  horses, 
Finally  in  1818  he  came  the  home  of  his  uncle  Calvin  Holcomb  in 
Stoersbcrc,  since  kn~wn  as  McClint ecksburg  in  the  eastern  part  of 
p;ris,  Portage  Go.  Ohio,  Ho  was  then  twenty  years  old,  six  foot  tall 
and  straight  "as  an  Indian,  string,  active  and  of  intense  energy.  His 
complex! ~n  was  ruddy  and  his  face  profusely  freokeled.  Ho  had  dark 
red  hair  and  dark  steel  blue  eyes.  He  was  then  and  always  remained 
a  splendid  horseman;  knew  a  good  horse  when  he  saw  onG  and  was  fond 
cf  training  them.  Upon  his  arrival  in  Ohio  he  quit  the  peddling  busi¬ 
ness  and  went  to  work  as  a  wagon  maker.  In  th~se  days  the  settlers 
30cn  made  the  acquaintance  of  all  the  people  who  lived  frr  a  long 
dist  ance  in  either  direction. 

There  was  at  that  time  living  in  Deerfield  a  tamer  named  Thomas 
Hadley.  Ha  was  an  easy  g^inw,  jolly  rather  indolent  man  wh~  had  a 
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penchant  for  moving  aburfc  frrvn  place  tc  nlatfe;  and  had  since  his  mar¬ 
riage  moved  fr^m  Old  Connecticut  to  Vermont;  on  to  New  York  state;  tc 
the  Wyoming  valley  in  Pennsylvania,  and  finally  to  Ohio,  settling 
first  in  Deerfield,  thence  tc  Palmyra  where  ho  died..  The  maiden  name 
of  his  wife  was  Ruth  Sylvester,  She  was  almcts  the  exact  opposite  of 
her  jolly  husband  in  disposition,  in  character  and  in  appearance.  She 
was  tall  and  stately,  proud  and  high  spirited,  enterprising  and  active 
with  fine  artistic  abilities,  an  unceasing  worker  who  made  things  go, 
quick  tempered  and  implacable.  This  ill-matched  couple  had  a  large 
family  acme  cf  whom  were  like  the  father,  others  very  like  the  mother. 
About  midway  among  them  was  one  who  in  most  respects  resembled  her 
father,  her  name  was  Sally  Owen  Hadley.  She  was  a  handsome  blonde, 
above  the  average  in  height,  and  heavy  built,  with  blue  eyes  and  red 
hair.  She  had  fine  artistic  ability,  was  fohd  of  reading  and  socially 
inclined,  of  even  temper,  mild  mannered  and  ladylike,  a  l^ver  cf  flow¬ 
ers  and  of  music,  somewhat  egotistical  and  fond  of  display,  and  like 
her  father  dreamy  and  indolent;  but  withal  a  kind  hearted  trustful 
Christian  woman.  The  contrast  in  her  disposition  and  appearance  soon 
captivated  the  heart  of  the  enthusiast  Bidwell  Pinney  and  on  March  30, 
1830  at  the  h~me  cf  the  brides  parents  in  Palmyra,  Bidwell  Pinney  and 
Sdly  0.  Hailey  were  married.  They  set  up  housekeeping  in  Stcrrsboro 
where  Bidwell  worked  at  his  trade  and  where  their  son  Edmund  Pinney 
was  born.  At  that  time  the  town  of  Palmyra  included  St^rssboro,  and  at 
tbs  next  spring  election,  in  accordance  with  a  custom  of  those  times 
that  the  latest  newly  married  citizen  should  be  town  ocnstable,  Bidwel 
Pinney  was  elected  tc  that  office.  He  only  served  one  term,  but  dur¬ 
ing  that  term  eccured  what  was  proftably  the  most  exciting  episode  of 
his  experience.  There  was  living  in  Palmyra  a  noted  counterfeiter, 
horse  theif  and  desperado  named  John  Mann,  This  "Mann"  was  cf  wonder¬ 
ful  strength  -mid  of  gigantic  stature,  quick  witted,  daring  and  re^- 
sourseful.  Pinney  received  a  warrant  for  his  arrest.  He  found  Mann 
cm  evening  at  an  evening  party,  drunk  and  disorderly;  and  with  thu 
help  of  a  posse  got  him  under  arrest  and  his  hands  shackled.  Next 
morning  he  started  in  a  sleigh  for  Ravenna  with  his  prisoner  still 
wearing  the  shackles.  The  roits  lay  past  the  present  cottage  hill 
farm  east  of  Ravenna,  which  was  at  that  time  the  center  of  a  howling 
wilderness.  Arrived  at  the  Mahoning  bottoms,  Mann  gave  a  sudden  spring 
and  in  an  instant  was  out  of  sight.  Tying  his  horse  to  a  tree  Pinney 
bounded  after  him  and  fallowing  north  on  his  tracks  in  the  snow, 
sighted  him  two  miles  from  the  starting  point  trying  to  m^unt  a  stak¬ 
ed  and  ridered  ten  rail  fence,  but  so  hampered  by  his  fetters  that  by 
the  time  he  had  g~t  ever  Pinney  was  on  his  back.  Both  were  completely 
rut  of  breath  by  that  time.  After  Mann!s  arms  had  been  safely  pinioned 
to  his  sides  with  a  strap,  Plnn3y  led  his  oaptive  slowly  back,  bundled 
him  into  the  sleigh  and  drove  on  and  put  him  in  jail, from  whence  he 
was  in  time  sent  tc  the  penitent  ary. 

In  1837  Stcrrsboro  was  detached  from  Palmyra  and  organized  in¬ 
to  the  township  of  Paris.  The  next  spring  Bidwell  and  Sally  Pinney 
were  converted  at  a  camp  meeting  in  Newton  Falls  and  were  admitted 
into  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  of  which  they  were  ever  after 
active  workers,  first  in  Newton  Falls  butsoon  after  in  Windham. 

In  the  spring  of  1838  Bidwell  Pinney  bought  a  tract  cf  wild 
hand  in  the  N.  W.  corner  of  Paris  township,  where  he  that  summer 
built  a  log  cabin  into  which  he  moved  his  family  in  the  ensuing  fall. 
At  that  time  there  was  not  another  h~use  nor  any  road  i  n  all  th3  N.W. 
quarter  Paris  township,  and  their  nearest  neighbors  were  over  two 
miles  off  in  Windham.  The  family  at  that  time  consisted  of  the 
parents  and  three  children,  the  eldest  six  years  and  the  youngest  as 
many  months.  On  the  trip  tc  their  new  heme  a  large  deer  came  close  to 
the  ox  oart  in  which  they  were  riding  and  gazed  at  the  strange  sight 
till  a  bullet  from  Pinney1  s  rifloglaid  him  low,  and  for  s-me  days  they 
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on  fresh  venioon.  ^or  several  year  a  the  re  Efts®-,  deer,

regaled  themselves 
wolves, turkevs  and  other  wi?.a  game  were  plentiful,  and  Eegip  Creel: 
which  flowed  through  their  lard,  teamed  with  fij'n  eo  Mere  was  no  lack 
if  good  eating;  till  by  the  tine  the  game  haa  got.  scarce  thdy  had  clea¬ 
red  considerable  land  and  raised  good  crops  of  corn, wheat,  potatoes  etc. 
and  they  had  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  in  abundance,  which  got  their  liv¬ 
ing  mostly  in  the  woods.  The  country  filled  up  rapidly  with  settlors, 
and  in  a  short  time  a  log  schoolhouee  was  built, with  puncheon  floors, 
and  desks  and  seats  made  by  splitting  trees  into  halves  and  smoothing 
off  the  split  sides  for  the  top  and  boring  holes  into  the  still  round¬ 
ed  bottoms  and  inserting  lego  for  them  to  stand  on.  At  thia  primitive 
school  the  elder  Pinney  children  received  the  rudiments  of  an  education 
and  were  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  "Readin,  Ritin  and  Rithmetic". 
By  patient  industry  and  close  eoonomy,  backed  by  good  3ense  and  atten¬ 
tion  to  business  the  ^inney  family  soon  made  themselves  a  good  home 
where  all  the  necessities  and  many  of  the*  luxuries  of  life  were  enjoy¬ 
ed  in  perhaps  a  greater  degree  than  by  most  of  the  settlers  around  . 
Shortly  after  his  arrival  on  this  place  he  built  a  dam  across  Eagle 
Creek  and  built  a  sawmill,  whioh  thenceforward  brought  in  a  oomfortable 
revenue  from  the  manufacture  of  lumber  from  excellent  timber  with  which 
the  surrounding  country  abounded.  He  also  opened  a  fine  quarry  of  choice 
building  st^ne  which  found  rdady  sale;  mony  fine  largo  grindstones 
bei  rg  shipped  to  Pittsburgh  after  the  cancel  was  opened  to  that  city 
from  Cleveland.  So  long  as  he  lived  he  carried  on  these  industries  in 
addition  to  hia  farming  operations,  and  was  successful  in  turning  the 
fruit*  of  all  these  labors  irtc  money.  Sc  he  i  n  time  became  what  was 
at  thac  time  considered  wealthy,  something  that  could  never  be  said  of 
any  of  his  descendants.  Bidwell  Pinney  in  his  earlier  years  was  an 
ardent-  Democrat  of  the  Jacksonian  type.  The  slavery  agitation  of  later 
years  bright  about  a  ohange  in  his  views,,  and  at  the  presidential  can¬ 
vass  in  1656  he  joined  the  "newly  organised  Republican  party,  and

His  ideas  of  propriety  in  actions  and  manners  were  largely  of  the 
iron  type,  oc-mrn  to  the  old  Puritans.  Such  mottos  as  " Spare  the  : — ,, 
and  spoil  the  child*1'  and  "Children  should  be  seen, not  heard"  and  others 
of  like  import  were  for  many  years  his  rule  and  guide  in  trial ni ng 
h i o  family,  a  rule  for  which  he  found  full  authority  in  his  bibie.  In 
all  hia  dealings  he  was  iron  willed  and  rigid  and  when  he  made  up  his 
ivlrd  what  a  thing  was  worth,  it  was  not  he  that  would  give  away  to 
bring  about  a  trade.  His  promi.se  was  hard  tc  obtain,  but  when  once 
.riven  his  word  was  a  s  good  as  hi3  bond.  He  was  not  philanthropic  by 
nature,  yet  he  was  liberal  in  his  benefactions  tc  the  Methodist  Epiao- 
cpal  church  of  Windham,  of  which  ho  was  for  many  years  a  trustee  and 
cue  of  the  financial  pillars.  Throughout  his  life  hie  health  was  gen- 
e rally  good,  he  was  a  man  cf  splendid  physique,  strong,  robust  and  en¬ 
during.  In  the  early  sprinr  of  1874  he  was  taken  ill  with  pneumonia 
which  developed  heart  trouble  from  which  he  died  March  30,1874  aged 
7G  and  three  months.  Earenet,  austere  men  were  Bidwell  Pinney  and  hie 
forbears  in  old  Connecticut,  with  minds  cast  in  an  iron  mould,  fit 
t ;&j3  of  the  iron  times  in  which  they  lived.

golden  rule.  Politically  he  was  at  first  an  ardent 
his  first  vote  for  president  was  cast  for  James  K.  Pclk  and  four  year* 
later  for  Lewis  Cass,  When  the  slavery  agitation  culminated  in  the 
fugitive  slave  law,  Edmund  broke  off  his  connection  with  the  Democracy 
and  became  an  ardent  free  seller;  he  joined  in  helping  to  organise  the 
Republican  party,  to  which  he  adhered  to  the  end  of  his  life. Betsy  S* 
Pinney  was  a  great  reader  and  a  very  pursuasive  talker,  and  had  ouch 
to  do  in  moulding  her  husbands  opinions  along  anti-slavery  lines.  They

many  a  dusky  runaway  slave  found  rest,  food  and  shelter 
barn  in  the  back  fields.  From  1849  to  1860  they  turned  their 
to  dairying  and  cheesemaking,  which  added  much  tc  the  lab  jo  a 
both  on  the  farm  and  in  the  house,  and  materially  tc  their  income ,  to 
that  they  wore  at  the  latter  date  out  of  debt,  with  a  good  farm, good 
buildings,  fine  bearing  orchard,  and  a  good  stock  of  cows, horses. ewiny 
and  sheep  all  paid  for,  as  well  as  farm  tools  etc.  In  the  spring  cf 
3.860  they  traded  this  place  for  one  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-fir® 
acres  a  mile  away  with  perhaps  sixty  acres  partially  cleared,  a  little, 
old  leg  cabin  and  ^ther  building  tc  match.  The  land  was  cn  a  chestnut- 
ridge,  and  adapted  tc  orchard  fruits.  They  were  new  again  in  debt, and 
again  they  began  the  struggle  tc  get  cut,  and  tc  build  up  another  go.%< 
heme.  Here  again  began  the  labors  cf  cl  earing,  pi  anting,  and  building,  and 
at  the  end  cf  five  years  more  they  had  the  finest  young  orchard  in  the 
town  just  coming  into  bearing, one  cf  the  best  houses  and  other  build*- 
inys  in  the  neighborhood,  and  were  apparently  well  fixed  in  life, The 
family  consisted  cf  five  persons  all  told  as  fellows:

tw~  sons  had  spent  considerable  time  i  n  the  army,  and 
had  himself  spent  hundreds  of  dollars  helping  tc  equip 
soldiers  for  service.  The  amount  cf  hard  labor  he  did  in  these  few 
short  years  is  almost  incredible,  as  in  addition  tc  these  fp-rm  Inkers 
he  always  had  cn  hand  work  in  the  quarry  and  at  lumbering  and  bridge 
jobs  and  latterly  a  saw  mill  to  lock  after.  All  cf  this  coupled  with 
the  intense  excitement  cf  the  war  time,  even  his  iron  constitution 
broke  down  under  the  strain,  and  on  the  evening  cf  October  4,1836 
after  a  forenoon  spent  in  loading  a  car  with  lumber  and  an  afternccn 
at  the  Garret tsville  fair,  he  came  home, ate  supper,  attended  tc  his 
evening  chores  at  the  barn,  entered  the  new  house  in  which  he  took  so 
much  pride,  stepped  into  the  kitchen  door  and  fell  by  the  3t eve, dead 
from  heart  disease  it  was  supposed.  He  was  44  years  and  4  months  old

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influence  in  steadying  this  tendency.  Betsy  pinney  was  a  consistent 
Christian  and  an  intelligent  worker  in  the  ohurch  of  Disciples  of 
Christ,  She  also  early  became  broken  down  from  overwork,  and  only  out¬ 
lived  her  husband  three  and  one-half  years.  She  died  March  8,1870, 
aged  49  years  10  months.

II  ALGERNON  PINNEY 

Of  the  seven  children  of  Bidwell  and  Sally  0.  Pinney,  the  one 
who  was  perhaps  the  most  representative  of  the  various  families  from 
whom  he  was  descended,  and  oombined  within  himself  more  of  the  pecul¬ 
iarities,  talents,  virtues  and  shortcomings  of  them  all  than  any  other 
was  the  second  child  who  reoeived  the  aristocratic  name  of  Algernon 
Pinney,  He  was  born  in  what  is  now  MoClintocksburg  in  Paris,  Ohio  May 
11,  1634,  He  beftame  a  tall  angular  man;  narrow  chested  and  lean; 
straight  as  an  arrow;  erect  of  carriage,  strong  tough  fibred  and  of 
great  endurance.  In  his  push  and  energy  he  was  like  his  father,  in 
his  mechanical  talents  he  resembled  his  grandmother  Hadley’s  family; 
in  his  good  temper,  his  lofty  ideals,  and  his  visionary  mind  and 
wandering  and  unstable  habits  he  resembled  his  grandfather  Hadley; 
while  from  both  siies  he  inherited  a  vaulting  ambition.  He  was  a 
studious  b^v  and  always  was  more  of  a  student  than  an  athlete.  He 
had  a  natural  genius  for  invention,  but  was  too  much  i  noli  nod  to  de¬ 
pend  on  his  own  talents,  and  leave  out  the  technical  study  that  would 
insure  success.  His  talents  were  of  a  gc~d  order,  but  his  efforts 
were  sc  poorly  directed  that  nearly  all  his  enterprises  ended  in 
failure.  He  first  started  cut  as  a  commission  merchant,  and  might 
have  done  well;  but  in  a  few  months  sold  cut  and  went  to  Missouri 
where  he  worked  at  carpentery.  In  1649  he  went  by  the  overland  route 
to  California.  After  passing  Salt  Lake  City  the  ocmpany  with  which  he 
travelled  took  the  southern  trail  through  the  Colorado  desert,  and 
day  after  day  they  tailed  on  through  burning  sands,  where  with  the 
springs  and  streams  dried  up  they  suffered  from  burning  thirst  and 
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fever,  the  most  intolerable  agony.  Many  lay  down  In  utter  exhaustion 
and  died  by  the  wayside.  Arr5,red  at  Deaths  Valley  it  became  evident  to 
all  that  to  continue  meant  only  death  in  one  of  its  most  horrible 
forms,  sc  they  turned  back  cn  their  tracks  and  returned  by  the  way 
whence  thev  had  come.  All  but  two.  Algernon  pinney  and  John  Savage 
ttrned  in  to  the  mountains  and  with  no  provision  except  fifty  pounds 
of  flour  between  them  and  a  rifle  and  ammunition,  they  made  their  way 
across  the  Sierras  by  a  route  never  before  trod  by  white  men.  At  their 
first  halt  after  passing  the  summit  they  stopped  at  a  camp  where  a 
score  of  Indians  were  roasting  the  remnants  of  the  carcass  of  a  dead 
horse,  pinney  and  Savage  were  invited  to  dinner,  and  made  a  square 
meal  off  a  horses  head  roasted  with  the  hair  on.  For  several  days 
previous  their  only  food  had  been  a  portion  of  flour  mixed  with  water 
and  eaten  raw,  with  those  friendly  natives  they  stayed  while  descend¬ 
ing  the  valley  to  its  junction  with  Kings  rivefc,  thence  via  the  Kern 
river  to  the  San  Joaquin  and  on  to  the  mines.  His  goal  had  been  reach¬ 
ed  but  he  had  lost  all  interest  in  gold  and  left  California  at  the 
first  opportunity  and  returned  to  Ohio  and  in  a  little  over  two  years 
after  his  departure  for  the  west  he  was  home  again.  Then  his  father 
bought  a  farm  i  n  the  west  part  of  paris  and  let  him  have  it  by  living 
cn  and  working  it,  paving  him  whatever  and  when  he  was  able,  and  als0 
helped  him  stcok  it.  He  stuck  to  tMs  H)  si  ness  pretty  well  for  a  few 
years  and  was  fairlv  prosperous.  On  February  25,  1S51  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Harriet  Stuart ,  a  daughter  of  Abel  Stuart  of  palmvra.  Phe  was 
petite  and  short,  of  a  pale  complexion,  brown  hair  and  blue  eves,  Phe 
was  sociable  and  dressy,  and  fond  of  travelling  and  visiting,  and  was 
never  happier  than  when  off  to  a  dis trance  helping  at  a  camp  meeting 
cr  other  religious  or  social  function. 

Farming  was  too  tame  and  commonplace  for  Algernon  to  be  con¬ 
tented  long.  About  1853  or  54  he  concluded  to  quit  farming  and  go  in¬ 
to  business  as  a  steamboat  captain  and  owner.  He  proposed  to  build 
a  boat  from  plans  of  hie  own  devising,  a  pass  anger  packet  small  en¬ 
ough  to  navigate  the  small  rivers  tributary  to  the  upper  Ohio,  and  to 
pass  the  locks  on  the  canals  in  Ohio.  His  friends  tried  to  dissuade 
him  from  the  undertaking,  but  without  avail.  The  road  to  wealth  and 
honors  lay  in  commerce  cn  the  streams  too  small  for  any  b^at  yet 
built,  and  he  had  only  to  reach  out  ad  pluck  the  golden  fruit  by 
building  a  craft  that  would  navigate  them  and  run  it.  He  would  there¬ 
fore  plod  rr  longer  on  a  farm.  Peeing  that  neither  the  persuassicn  of 
friends  or  sarcasm  of  the  soeffers  would  avail  to  stop  him,  his  fath¬ 
er  took  the  farm  off  his  hands  and  secured  the  funds  for  his  venture. 

He  moved  to  Newport  on  the  canal  (now  Wav  land)  and  there  laid  the 
keel  and  built  the  hull  and  docks  of  what  proved  to  be  a  very  hand¬ 
some  aid  promising  brat.  On  the  day  on  which  the  boat  was  launched  a 
larae  and  carious  concourse  of  people  dame  a3  spectators  to  the  laun¬ 
ching  of  what  was  a  really  beautiful  craft.  That  was  perhaps  the 
proudest  day  of  hie  life.  His  head  towered  high,  and  his  heart  was 
full  cf  the  joy  of  successful  accomplishment.  He  finished  his  boat, 
had  her  engine  and  machinery  .all  in  plaoe,  and  one  bright  summer  morn¬ 
ing  headed  his  little  vessel  confidently  out  toward  the  Ohio,  Eut 
Alas!  and  Alack!  his  b~at  was  just  large  enough  to  pass  comfortably 
through  the  Newport  lock  and  on  her  route  she  encountered  several 
smaller  ones.  He  finally  got  it  through  to  Beaver  add  on  to  the  Ohio, 
but  it  was  shorn  of  its  ornamentation  and  Was  no  longer  a  things  of 
beauty.  He  was  already  sick  of  the  venture  but  it  was  now  all  he  had 
in  the*  world  and  must  be  run.  Pc  he  sot  about  starting  her  but  found 
that  the  engine  would  net  go,.  He  was  not  enough  of  a  machinist  to  fix 
it  himself,  and  scorned  tc  employ  one  who  oeuld  and  besides  the  nov¬ 
elty  had  by  that  time  worn  off  and  he  no  lcnge**  hungered  to  be  a  steam- 


beat  captain,  Bhe  he  traded  eff  his  boat  for  an  eld  team  and  wagon 
and  the  dee  to  forty  acres  cf  land  in  Indiana.,  for  which  he  started, 
to  make  cf  it  ahome.  Arriving  cn  the  land  he  found  it  to  aocupy  the 
heart  of  a  dismal  swamp  which  extended  for  miles  on  either  hand,  sc 
he  left  it  i n  rossessio n  of  the  snakes  and  bullfrogs  and  journeyed  on 
to  the  Mississippi  river  where  he  took  up  his  abode  in  a  lumbermans 
cabin  and  helped  cut  logs,  till  spring;  when  he  pit  his  belongings  on 
a  steamboat  bound  up  the  river,  and  did  not  stop  till  they  arrived  at 
the  very  outskirts  of  civilization  in  the  N  E  corner  cf  Iowa  in  Ala- 
makee  Co.  wi thing -a  year  or  two  he  got  established  ona  forty  acre 
tract  cf  limestone  bluff  land,  and  built  a  lime  kiln,  which  furnish¬ 
ed  him  employment  and  brought  in  some  revenue.  B'ct  this  plodding  life 
was  too  monotonous  and  he  f^ind  a  way  out  of  it  by  taking  up  travels 
lino*  about  as  a  missionary  evangelist.  He  would  take  hie  family  in  a 
ccv3red  wagon  and  sometime  go  long  distances,  and  remain  for  weeks  at 
a  time  to  help  at  a  revival  camp  meeting;  preaching  the  word,  and 
sinking  the  songs  of  Zion  to  a  dying  sinful  world.  He  had  arioh  heavy 
sonorous  voice  and  could  sing  well,  as  could  also  his  wife.  Though  hie 
preaching  was  couched  in  big  words  and  lefty  flights  or  oratory  he  was 
successful  in  bringing  not  a  few  into  the  light  of  eternal  day. Before 
he  went  west  he  was  for  many  years  a  staunch  member  of  the  M  E  church, 
but  during  his  stay  in  Iowa  he  changed  to  the  free  Methodists  and  be¬ 
came  an  itinerant  preacher  cf  that  denomination.  A  couple  of  years 
after  their  arrival  in  I^wa  their  only  daughter  Vila  L.  pinney  died. 
Their  two  s^ns  were  both  b^rn  there.  Algernon  pi  nnev  spent  much  time 
and  considerable  money  in  writing  and  publishing  treatises  bn  Bibli¬ 
cal  subjects  but  never  was  able  t ^  realise  an^  financial  return  for 
all  this  outlay.  Ho  they  lived  till  the  sprihg  of  1B?4  when  his  fath¬ 
er  Bidwell  pi  nnev  died  of  pneumonia.  Then  his  mother  sent  f^r  him  to 
come  back  and  help  her  in  settling  the  estate  and  to  be  near  her.  His 
Mother,  his  living,  adoring  almost  idolizing  mother,  who  during  hie 
childhood  had  so  fondly  -and  tenderly  watched  and  Matured  his  budding 
genius  and  fed  his  vaulting  ambition,  who  from  his  infancy  up  had 
idolized  ard  reverenced  him,  whe  through  all  the  mutations  of  his 
checkered  life,  had  never  for  a  single  day  wavered  in  her  devotion  to 
her  gifted  son,  or  her  sublime  confidence  in  h transcendent  genius. 
The  remaining  days  of  Algernon  and  Harriet  piuney  were  spent  in  °aris, 
Ohio,  in  much  the  same  way  as  before,  and  with  y ts  -rare  result,  His 
boys  grew  to  manhood  and  went  their  several  wayw,  and  he  and  hits 
faithful,  loving  and  sorely  tried  wife  were  lefv  alone.  His  aotive 
brain  kept  working  visionary  schemes,  and  his  willing  hands  labored 
on  them,  each  in  its  turn  to  be  cast  aside  before  belf  completed, 
while  his  passion  for  experimenting  daily  grew  st longer,  and  his  means 
dwindled  awav  to  penury  and  his  health  failed  him  completely.  Thus  it 
was  when  in  the  summer  of  1697  himself  af  his  faithful  wife  were  both 
ttricken  with  typhoid  fever  from  which  they  both  died,  Harriet  Finney 
f.  h  September  16,  1-97  ad  Algernon  on  November  *35,1897,  They  were  both 
turied  in  the  east  part  of  paris  i  n  what  ia  called  the  Hawley  ceme¬ 
tery,  less  than  a  mile  from  where  Algernon  was  bcrn0.  He  was  a  man  of 
grave  austere  appearance,  though  kindly  disposed  and  peace  loving, 
and  in  his  own  family  very  indulgent.  In  his  politics  Algernon  was 
first  a  Demo  era4*,  then  a  F-puKLl  can,  but  at  the  inception  of  the  ’Pro¬ 
hibition  party  he*  took  part  in  its  organization  and  was  for  many  years 
a  faithful  sd  wslcuj  worker  cf  that  party.  His  last  vote  for  presi¬ 
dent  was  for  Wei,  31  Tiryan,  the  fusion  candidate  rt  the  Democrats  and 
Fopulists  in  1196.  n\?S  children  were:

Ill  BEPILLA  PINNEY 

The  eldest  daughter  of  Bidwell  and  qallv  9,  pinney  was  born- 
in  °aris,  Ohio.  March  10,1828  and  received  the  rather  unusual  name  of 
Ferilla.  She  was  only  si::  months  old  whan  she  went  with  her  parent?:: 
to  their  new  home  on  the  banks  of  Eagle  Creek.  She  was  a  large,  fine 
looking  strong  built  woman  of  great  endurance  and  vigor,  with  steel 
blue  eyes,  dark  red  hair  and  sandy  complexion.  She  was  warm  hearted 
and  effusive  in  her  affections,  impulsive  in  temperament  and  action, 
and  implacable  in  her  resentments.  She  was  industrious  and  enter¬ 
prising  with  good  talents  and  artistic  tastes,  but  always  was  too 
busy  at  her  work  to  become  either  an  artist  or  a  scholar.  On  March  10, 
1847  she  was  married  to  Marquis  Fayette  Papdy  of  Windham,  who  was  six 
years  her  senior  and  who  was  almost  hef  .exaht  opposite  in  every  thing 
except  that  he  was  also  endowed  with  a  fireV“  implacable  temper.  He 
was  a  great  reader,  a  verv  interesting  talkdr,  and  a  shrewd  calcula¬ 
tor  in  business,  but  on  the  other  hand  shiftless  and  slothful  about 
his  work.  They  settled  on  the  farm  next  -adjoining  her  fathers  and 
here  eight  children  were  born,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy  without 
names.  Just  prior  to  the  birth  of  her  youngest  child  about  1863 
Berilla  Pardy  became  mildly  insane  and  remained  so  as  long  as  she 
lived.  qhe  imagined  that  her  father  was  a  born  king,  and  herself  a 
Royal  Prinoess,  who  had  been  wickedly  deprive.!  of  their  raghes,  and 
her  mind  was  largely  occupied  in  devising  means  to  bring  about  their 
restoration  to  their  rightful  place.  April  6,1874  her  troubled  spirit 
took  its  flight  to  b-e  with  her  father  who  to  V  ■;  mini  wag  the  greatest 
of  men  and  whose  death  had  occurred  just  one  week  previously  to  her 
own.  After  1864  their  place  of  residence  was  r:  windnam  Center  where 
the  children  grew  up,  except  two  who  died  in  p  ivi  s  in  childhood,  Mar¬ 
quis  pardy  was  quite  a  politician  first  among  the  Whigs,  then  as  a 
freesoiler  and  Republican.  He  held  many  offices  of  -crust  with  honor, 
but  was  unable  to  reach  the  object  of  his  ambition,  a  place  in  the 
Ohio  legislature.  He  became  embittered,  toward  the  Republican  party 
and  joined  the  Democratic  party  in  which  he  way  a  very  active  oarti- 
an  till  his  death  in  188_,  He  was  a  professed  albie^t,  while  his 
wife  remained  a  Methodist.  They  are  both  buried  xr.  windham  with  the 
four  children  who  died  in  childhood.

IV  LURANA  D.  DINNEY 

More  than  any  other  daughter  in  the  family  Lurana  Delia 
Finney  was  like  unto  her  mother  in  locks,  temperment,  in  her  quiet 
dignified  haughty  demeanor,  and  in  her  slackness  and  indolence  in 
her  housekeeping.  With  all  this  she  inherited  the  inflexible  firm¬ 
ness  of  her  father  in  what  she  ccncieved  to  be  her  duty.  She  was  a 
woman  of  average  height,  heavily  built,  slow  and  dignified  in  speech 
and  quiet  in  manner,  She  had  the  red  hair  and  blue  eyes  of  both  par¬ 
ents  with  a  complexion  of  beautiful  whitehess,  but  prbfusely  freckled. 
She  had  good  artistic  tastes  and  was  atl  addfct  in  fashioning  artific- 
al  flowers  and  fruits  from  paper  or  wax  and  in  all  kinds  of  decorar- 
tive  needlework,  she  was  an  artist  of  fair  merit  and  painted  a  good 
many  portraits  and  a  few  good  landscapes,  She  was  a  fairly  good  sing¬ 
er  and  played  well  the  melcdocn.  She  had  great  love  for  flowers  and 
spent  much  time  in  cultivating  them,  She  was  a  fair  scholar  and 
taught  in  the  common  schools  of  her  native  county.  She  married  in 
1857  Royal  Buckley  of  Palmyra,  Ohio,  an  honest  good  natured  easy 
going  farmer  who  was  always  all  to  her  that  a  good  and  kind  husband 
could  be,  Thev  set  up  housekeeping  in  Palmyra,  but  after  the  birth 
cf  their  second  child  moved  to  paris  where  the  remainder  of  their 
days  were  spent.  They  were  both  exemplary  Christians  and  sought  to 
instill  into  the  minds  of  their  children  the  principles  cf  Christian¬ 
ity.  Lurana  was  uncompromising  in  her  religious  convictions  and  some¬ 
what  prejudiced  against  other  denominations  than  the  M  F  church  in 
which  she  was  an  active  and  energetio  worker.  She  was  kind  and  gen¬ 
erous  to  her  children,  but  her  stright  laced  and  austere  manner  cf 
governing  them  was  unsuited  to  their  te’npers,  and  home  seemed  to  at 
least  some  of  them  to  be  a  kind  of  prison  to  be  escaped  from  as  soon 
as  possible.  Her  life  was  largely  made  up  in  the  effort  to  serve  her 
lord  and  master.  In  all  wordly  matters  she  was  indolent  and  slack 
like  her  mother,  but  in  her  religious  work  she  was  never  deterred  by 
wind  or  weather  or  fatigue  or  even  by  common  prudence.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  her  life  was  materially  shortened  by  exposure  to  rain  and 
anew  and  sleet  when  in  attendance  at  protracted  meetings  in  which  she 
overtaxed  her  energies.  She  died  in  1879  aged  forty-eight  years. 

Royal  Bucklev  was  kind  and  generous  to  a  fault  and  very  in¬ 
dulgent  in  his  family,  an  excellent  neighbor  and  a  model  citizen. In 
politics  he  was  a  Republican  till  in  his  later  vears  he  often  voted 

with  the  prohibitionists.  His  death  occured  in  18 _  and  both  are

V.  ELLEN  AMELIA  PINNEY 

The  third  daughter  of  Pi  dwell  and  Pally  0.  pinney  was  bcrn 
November  13,  1834  and  was  named  Ellen  Amelia,  She  was  .a  handsome 
blende,  tall  and  slender,  and  not  ever  strong  physically,  quiet  and 
gentle  in  demeanor,  .an  apt  sohclar,  a  good  musician,  a  fine  artist, 
and  an  adept  in  landscape  painting.  She  was  a  very  romantic  and  fan¬ 
ciful  girl  in  her  ideas,  and  easily  persuaded  into  romantic  actions. 
All  was  in  readiness  to  make  a  grand  wedding  for  her  on  her  eight- 
eentheenth  birthday,  when  she  was  to  wed  Charles  Agro  pardee,  cf 
Windham,  a  man  ten  vears  her  senior,  who  disliked  display  sc  much 
that  >n  persuaded  Ellen  to  run  away  with  him  and  be  married  privately; 
•and  this  thsv  did  on  November  4,  1*852  about  a  week  before  the  appoint¬ 
ed  time.  On  that  account  she  became  estranged  from  her  people  for 
manv  vears,  during  which  only  her  brother  Edmund  had  any  ccmmunic ac¬ 
tion  with  her  or  her  husband.  They  made  their  home  ftT  several  years 
in  windham,  moving  thence  to  Mt ,  P1  e  as  ant ,  Ihwa  whet  4  they  lived  till 
after  the  w  it.  Prom  Mt,  e  as  ant  thev  removed  to  Osceola,  thence  to 
pt.  Edward,  Nebraska,  and  eventually  migrated  to  California,  living 
first  in  presnc  Co,,  where  Ellen  A.  pardee  died,  Charles  pardee  moved 
on  to  Bant  a  Clara  County  with  their  daughter  Ella  Birdie  who  had 
married  a  Mr.  Thompson/  Charles  pardee  died  there  on  January  34,  1896.

VI  JANE  BOUT HEY  PINNEY 

The  veungest  daughter  of  pidwell  and  Bally  0.  pinney  was 
born  in  °aris,  Ohio,  Julv  34,1838,  and  was  named  for  the  wife  of  Dr, 
Barcuol  Bruthey  of  windham  (who  for  the  time  being  was  her  mother^ 
especial  friend)  Jane  Southey  pinney.  She  was  a  iittle  below  the 
average  in  height,  tough,  wirev  and  strong,  enterprising  and  resolute 
Bhe  was  her  fathers  own  girl,  forgiving  and  affectionate  although 
with  a  quick  and  firev  temper,  vivacious  and  sociable.  She  was  an 
indifferent  scholar,  but  had  excellent  musical  and  artistic  talents 
whic*  she  improved  till  she  became  not  only  a  good  singer  and  music¬ 
ian  and  an  adept  in  fine  needlework,  drawing  and  painting;  but  was 
considered  a  competent  teacher  of  those  at  that  time  rare  accomplish¬ 
ments.  Bhe  was  verv  fond  of  horses  and  was  probably  the  mr3t  dashing 
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and  rscklees  equestrienne  who  ever  rode  at  the  pcrtage  Ccuntv  fairs 
where  she  get  several  first  premiums  fer  riding.  In  1859  she  was  mar¬ 
ried  tc  Benjamin  Fenn,  cf  Sharon,  pennsvlvani  a,  a  sen  ef  Rev.  Ben j  ami 
*  enn  cf  Nelson,  Fenn  was  an  inventive  genius,  and  a  natural  bern 
machinist  who  cwned  a  g^cd  heme  in  Sharen  and  a  sawmill  en  beth  of 
which  lay  heavy  mortgages.  Jane,  or  Jennie  as  her  husband  called  her, 
became  imbued  with  an  earnest  determination  te  have  these  mortgages 
cancelled,  and  in  the  attempt  overtaxed  her  energies.  For  seme  vears 
she  attended  te  her  household  duties,  fired  the  boiler  in  the  sawmill 
helped  roll  in  logs  to  be  sawed,  and  take  away  lumber,  gave  lessons 
in  music  and  drawing,  and  served  as  organist  in  her  church  sand  Sunday 
school.  Even  her  iron  constitution  was  unable  tc  bear  the  strain  and 
in  a  few  short  years  she  ran  into  a  decline  from  which  she  never  ral¬ 
lied,  but  in  1866  died  of  consumption  aged  less  than  twenty-eight 
years,  Two  or  throe  vears  thereafter  Benjamin  Fenn  was  married  tc  Mis 
Bsarah  A.  pardoe  who  boro  him  one  eon,,  also  named  Benjamin  Fenn.  The 
father  died  when  little  Ben  was  still  a  child. 

VII  BIDWELL  PINNEY  JUNIOR 

The  v  cun -test  child  cf  Bidwell  and  Rally  0.  Pinney  was  born 
in  paris,  Ohio  May  34./  1841,  and  was  named  for  his  father,  Bidwell. 

Be  inherited  his  fathers  florid  complexion*  red  hair  and  blue  eyes, 
and  was  a  fine  looking  man  of  about  five  feet  ten  inches  in  height, 
and  powerfully  built,  with  the  strength  and  endurance  cf  an  athlete. 
He  was  sociable  and  pleasant,  a  good  singer \  fond  of  good  society 
and  athletic  sports.  He  was  not  a  good  ktudeht,  .arid  although  he  had 
all  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  in  high  schools  and  academies  of 
his  time,  he  was  never  noted  for  his  scholarship.  He  had  good  busi¬ 
ness  oc-iuicn  sense,  and  gave  promise  of  becoming  a  successful  business 
man.  He  en  snored  in  the  lumber  business  in  Windham  where  he  bought  a 

sawmill  and  a  home,  and  where  he  made  a  host  cf  friends.  On  August  _ 

1863  he  was  married  to  Miss  Eliza  Gertrude  Ladd  of  Newton  Falls,  a 
beautiful  and  winsome  young  lady  of  good  family  and  excellent  charac¬ 
ter.  Two  children  were  born  to  them,  both  d lighters  -  Flora  pinney 
and  Kitty  Biddy  pinney,  of  these  the  second  died  when  only  one  week 
old.  Her  birth  cccured  a  couple  cf  months  after  her  fathers  death. 
Late  in  the  summer  cf  1865  Bidwell  was  taken  ill  with  typhoid  fever 
and  was  carried  to  Newton  Falls,  where  after  weeks  cf  suffering  he 
died  at  the  age  cf  only  34  years,  the  first  of  his  family  to  pass 
over  the  river.  His  loss  was  mourned  by  a  multitude  of  friends. 

After  her  husbands  death  Eliza  G.  ^inney  removed  tc  Iowa 
where  she  remained  a  couple  of  years;  then  came  back,  and  about  1869 
was  married  to  Capt .  George  G.  Williams,  a  crippled  veteran  of  the 
civil  war.  They  made  their  home  in  Youngstown  where  were  born  tc 
them  six  children,  three  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Eliza  during  the 
remainder  of  her  life  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  w  p  c  and  other 
patriotic  societies.  On  March  6,  1884  Eliza  Williams  died  leaving 
her  three  young  children  on  the  hands  of  their  half  sister  Flora 
pinney;  arfl  W3ll  did  she  perform  her  part  as  mother  to  her  little 
charges.  Many  eligible  and  honorable  offers  of  marriage  were  refused 
for  their  sakea,  and  not  till  after  the  death  of  her  half  sister 
Gecrcina,  and  of  her  stepfather  did  she  enter  into  the  bonds  cf  wed¬ 
lock.  Boon  after  this  second  her eve  ament  which  cccured  in  1897, 

Flora  pinney  was  married  tc  Edward  H.  Merritt  of  Par' on,  Ohio,  and 
took  her  half  sister  Gertrude  with  her  to  Dayton  to  live.  The  re¬ 
cord  of  Bidwell  pinnev  Junior’s  family  is:
